CARNEGIE S GFT 


Income from Huge Sum to 
Promote Education Cause, 


New York, November 10.—Andrew 
Carnegie tonight announced that he 
had given $25,000,000 to the Carnegie 
Corporation of New York, organized 
heretofore under a charter granted by 
the New York legislature, last June, 
“to promote the advancement and dif- 
fusion of knowledge and understand- 
ing among the people of the United 
States.” 

In bestowing this gift upon the cor- 
poration, orgenized especially to re- 
ceive it and apply its income to the 
purpose indicated, Mr. Carnegie, in a 
statement given out at his home on 
Fifth avenue tonight, said he intends 
to leave with the corporate body the 
work of founding and aiding libraries 
and educational institutions which he 
as an individual has carried on for 
toany years. The statement jis as fol- 
lows: 

“The Carnegie Corporation of New 
Yerk, incorporated by an act passed 
by the New York legislature June 3, 
1911, was organized November 10, 
1911. The purposes of the corporation 
as stated in the. chartar are ag fol-. 
lows: 

Purpose of Corporate Body. 

“Section 1. Andrew Czurnesgie, Elihu 
Root, Henry 8S. Pritchett, Wm N. 
Frew, Rebert SS. Woodward, Charles 
L. Taylor, Robert A. Franks, James 
Bertram and their successors are 
hereby constituted a body corporate 
by the name of Carnegie Corporation 
of New York for the purpose of re- 
ceiving and maintaining a.fUnd or 
funds and applying the income thereof 
to promote and advancement and dif- 
fusion of knowledge and understand- 
ing among the people of the .United 
States, by aiding technical schools, 
institutions of higher learning, libra- 
rics, scientific research, hero funds, 
useful publications and by such other 
agencies and tneans ag shall from time 
Vw time be found appropriate there- 
or, 

“The incorperators met at Mr. Car- 
regie’s house Friday afternoon, No- 
vember 10, 1911, accepted the charter, 
adopted the constitution and by-laws 
and elected the follwing officers: 

“President, Andrew Carnegie; vice 
president, El'hu Root; treasurer, Rob- 
cert A. Franks; secretary, James Ber- 


tram, 

“Mr. Carnegie transferred to the 
corporation fcr its corporate pur- 
roses $25,000,000 par value tirst mort- 
gage gold bonds of the United States 
>.i.eel Corporation, 

“It is intended that the business of 
founding and aiding libraries and ed- 
ucational institutions which had been 
carried on by Mr. Carnegie as an in- 
dividual for many years, will be turned 
cver to the corporation at an early 
date and carried on by the corpora- 
tion,” 


Nanking, November 10.—Nanking to» 
night is desolate. 

Thousands of its inhabitants le 
massacred and numerous business 
houses and dwellings have béen 100t- 
ed and burned. 

Seventy thousang persons already 
have fled the city ang still others are 
joining the exodus. 

Along the railway leading from the 
city a long, snake-like line of hu- 
manity is trudging, seeking safety. 

It was the hand of the Manchus 
that brought the devastation. While 
the republicans were in camp 3 miles 
away, awaiting ammunition and rein- 
forcements, the Manchus began the 
work of carnage. 

The sun set upon a scene of fire, ra- 
pine, desolation and butchery unre- 
corded in modern history. 

Tonight 12,000 Manchu and imperial 
old-style soldiers hold Purple hill, 
where they are entrenched, while from 
beneath their stronghold they are driv- 
ing before them hordes of Chinese cut 
of the city. 

Innocent Cuinese, destitute, are flee- 
ing terror-stricken to the shelter at 
the rear of the reform forces. The lat- 
ter, numbering between 20,000 and 30,- 
000, are impotent to check the slaugh- 
ter or avenge the stain because. of 
their lack of ammunition. 

Last night the revolutionists made 
a demonstration, but did Httle shoot- 
ing, and there were few fatalities. 

The main body of the refermers re- 
mained in camp three miles distant 
from the city awaiting the arrival of 
ammunition. Reform reinforcements 
are coming from every direction. They 
are raw and ragged recsuits, but are 
determined. 

Foreigners are receiving utmost con- 
sideration. 

When the city gates were opened 
this morning, the people thronged to- 
ward tue country, driven by the impe- 
rialists, 


The Carnage Begins. 

Soon afterwards the carflage began. 

Since the night of November 8, when 
the first attack was made by the rev- 
olutionists, the Tartar general has 
tried to terrorize the inhabitants by 
wholesale executions. Those whose 
queues hed bee. cut off were be- 
headed, but today when the order for 
& general slaughter was given, the

Manchu soldiers, who massacred men, 
women and children.

Defends His Appointments of 
Democrats to Supreme Court 


Chattanooga, Tenn., November 10.— 
After a day spent in traveling through 
Tennessee, President Taft late this af- 
ternoon was driven for 35 miles over 
the battlefield of Chickamauga, where 
historians concede one of the bloodiest 
conflicts of the civil war was fought. 
For. more than two hours the president 
motored over the hills and through 
the valleys where General Bragg, at 
the head of the confederate army, and 
General Rosecrans, on the union side, 
fought forty-eight years ago with a 
total loss of more than 35,000. With 
the president rode former Congress- 
man Grosvenor, of Ohio, who was lieue 
tenant colonel of the Eighteenth Ohio, 
and who is now @ member of the 
Chickamauga National Park commis- 
sion, and United States Senator Fra- 
zier, of Tennessee, 

Immediately behind him rode many 
men who fought on one side or the 
other in that great battle. The presi- 
dent was. whirled. by scores’ of-monu- 
ments that bore testimony to the valor 
of the thousands who fought at Chick- 
amauga, and paused more than once 
to read the inscriptions on shafts of 
stone and granite to the men who died 
on the field around him. On the sum- 
mit of Kelly’s. Hill, one of the hotly 
contested spots on the battlefield, Mr. 
Grosvenor explained the way in which 
his regiment and those with him de- 
fended that point years ago. 

“Ever since that battle,” said. Mr. 
Grosvenor, “we've been trying to con- 
vince the ‘rebels’ that we won.” 

“You had a pretty hot time of it, 
didn’t you?” said the president, 

While Mr. Taft was looking down 
through the shrubbery on the slo.e of 
Kelly’s Hill, where the confederate 
troops charged in vain, his secretary, 
Mr. Hilles, was looking, for the spot 
not far away where his father, Cap- 
tain Hilles, of the Fifteenth Ohio, fell 
wounded in the same battle. 

Address at Sewanee. 

Mr. Taft’s second day in Tennessee 

came to an end here. He began his 
trip across the state at Nashville early 
today, addressed the students at the 
University of the South at Sewanee a 
few hours later and wound up the 
day’s journey with an address ‘in the 
auditorium here. 
° Twice today the president declared 
that his visit to Tennessee was not 
political, and to the students of Chat- 
tanooga he defended his appointments 
to the United States supreme court. 

“It has been my privilege and: pleas- 
ure while president,” said Mr, Taft, 
“to appoint from the states of Tennes- 
see, Louisiana and Georgia men to the 
United States supreme court, the high- 
est. judicial office in the world. Two 
of these were confederate soldiers, and, 
TIT pelieve, democrats. 

“However, I didn’t appoint them be- 
vause they were ex-conféderate sol- 
diers, but because they were good men 
and brainy lawyers.” 


President at Sewanee. 
Sewanee, Tenn., November 19.—In his 
address at the University of the South 
today President Taft carried his cam- 
paign in behalf of the proposed arbi- 
tration treaties to the students. 

Before speaking of the treaties the 
president diseussed the Panama canal, 
He praised Colonel Gorgas, an 
alumhus of the University of the South, 
who is now at the head of the sani- 
tary work in the canal zone. Without 
Colonel Gorgas, the president said, the 
great canal could hardly have been 
completed. 

The president left here shortly be- 
fore noon for Chattanooga,

“What attitude will you (1) assume 
toward the prohibition measure, and 
what part will you personally take in 
such a campaign?

Pardon me if I suggest that I am 
not now and never again expect to be 
a candidate for office before the peo- 
ple of Georgia. Therefore, my personal 
attitude as to how I shall stand in 
the future on matters would not con- 
cern or interest them. 

But, since you ask it, coupled with 
the threat that you propose to give 
it to the public, and obviously for the 
purpose of putting me in an awkward 
position, I am glad to furnish it. 


Brown Grossly Misrepresented. 


Allow me to preface my stand by 
saying, however, that I think you very 
grossly misrepresent Governor Brown. 
He has not demanded that the prohi- 
bition question be submitted to the 
people of Georgia. He did, however, 
address a communication to the execu- 
tive committee, asking them to submit 
it to the white primary for the pur- 
pose of determining how the white 
people of Georgia stood on this ques- 
tion, and this was refused. He then 
took the position that he would veto 
any amendment to the prohibition law, 
or any bill looking to its repeal, 
unless it carried with it submission to 
the voters of Georgia. 

With reference to his first proposi- 
tion to submit it in a white primary, 
permit me to say that in this he occu- 
pied the identical position of Judge 
Alvin D. Freeman, of Newnan, who 
has stood as a bulwark for prohibition 
all his life, for I am reliably informed 
that he made the same request of the 
executive committee in 1906, to-wit, 
that it be submitted to the white vot- 
ers in a primary so as to determine 
what the policy of the state should be 
at that time. If he was wise in ask- 
ing that it be submitted to the whita 
voters of Georgia at a time when bar- 
rooms flourished and the negro was 
an active factor in politics, I cannot 
see why Governor Brown should be 
eriticised in wanting to do this when 
both these elements have been elim- 
inated. 

Deplores Opening Issue. 

Candor compels me to say to you 
that I would deplore the submission 
of the prohibition question in 
era! election; but, since there 
effort being made to repeal the prohi- 
bition law, I cannot see how the possi- 
bility ean arise.

MANCHU DYNASTY RULED CHINA 
FOR NEARLY THREE CENTURIES 


The conquest of China by the Man- 
chu barbarians in 1644, and their domi- 
nation of the empire for the past 267 
years, is a fact without parallel in the 
history of the world. At the time of 
beginning their career of conquest, 
these descendants of the Tartar Alsin 
Goro were ignorant of letters, had no 
written language and were scarcely 
advanced beyond the stage of barba- 
rians. 

Reverend John Ross in his history of 
the Manchus said: “Noorhachu with 
100 followers dared shake his sword in 
the face of the powerful Ming dynasty 
when it claimed by divine right to rule 
the whgle earth. His grandson was 
seated at 5 years old on the dragon 
throne of Pekin, while the chiefs of 


Mongolia bowed before him. It was 
the politic wisdom of the dwarf and the 
senseless stupidity of the giant which 
brought the latter to grief and the for- 
mer to greatness.”’ 

Since then the Manchus have ruled 
over one-fourth the earth’s population. 
The Manchus belonged originally by 
language and physical type to the Tan- 
gusic group of Siberian people. But 
they have gradually been absorbed to a 
large extent by those whom their an- 
cestors reduced to subjection. From 
the Chinese, the Manchus received. the 
form of Buddhism which.,they - profess. 
However, the original Shamanism. fre- 
quently crops out. In’ contrast’ with 
the old Manchuria of Mukden, the term 
“New Manchus” is applied to the re- 
cently subjugated tribes of. Amur.

Chang Pak Gee, formerly a general] in 
the imperial army having lately joined 
the revolutionists has been appointed 
commander-in-chief of the revolution- 
ary army in the province of Canton. 

Prominent members of the Chinese 
National Association here are rejoicing 
over the appointment of Wu Han Mun 
as governor of the province of Canton, 
declaring his selection the direct re- 
sults of their efforts in his behalf. Wu 
was the editor of Min Po, or “The Peo- 
ples Magazine’ published at Tokio and 
for several years has been known as a 
leader of the revolutionary movement. 

He abandoned an honorary title giv- 
en him by the government for scholar- 
ship by which he was allowed to call 
himself Wu Yin Hang and assumed his 
present name which means “Chinese 
citizen.” 

In denying rumors of a clash be- 
tween the young China Association and 
the China Free Masons which have join- 
ed in the revolutionary cause, promi- 
nent members of the Chinese National 
Association declared that $25,000 had 
been forwarded to China today to aid 
the revolutionists and that it had been 
contributed by both associations. 
THOSE WHO SURROUND THRONE 

ANXIOUS TO END REBELLION 


Pekin, November 10.—Again today 
all was quiet within the capital and at 
Tien-Tsin and there was no sign of the 
revolutionary upheava! that hag been 
expected for several days. 

In Pekin those who surround the 
throne are actively engaged in efforts 
to end the rebellion and tonight there 
seems some foundation for the govern- 
ment’s hope that it will be able to re- 
gain the allegiance of General Chang 
Shao Tsen. Chang is commander 
the army division at Lanchau, but ay 
present is detached from it on 
leave.” He controlg the situation in 
North China and the government has 
been using every endeavor to gain his 
unqualified support. It desires Chang 
to return to Pekin and confer with 
Yuan Shi Ki and Hai Liang, the exe 
viceroy and Manchuria. 

That Chang possibly may do so is in. 
dicated in advices received today from 
Lanchau. A correspondent interviewed 
Chang and General Pan, the latter tem- 
porarily in command of the twentieth 
iviesion during Chang's “illness.” 
Both generals, it is said, agreed that 
they would protect the emperor, if he 
is still reigning, or if he -has abdicated 
that they would side with the peace 
party and the constitution. 

Regardless of race, they stated, if 
the Manchus should massacre the Chi- 
nese or vice versa they would fight 
against the offending parties. 

An official announcement tonight 
says the court, meaning the Dowager 
empress and emperor, will move from 
the winter palace to the inner city No- 
vember 20 and orders al) officials on 
duty to attire themselves in winter 
raiment. An imperial edict again pa- 
thetically begs the Manchus and Chin- 
ese to sink their differences and live 
in brotherly affection. 

The Chinese newspapers say Generai 
Li Yuen Hang, leader of the revolu- 
tionists, has made a counter proposi- 
tion to Yuan Sni Kat to join the rebels 
and assume temporarily the presidency 
of the republic pending the assembling 
of a parliament.

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CANNING GEORGIA’S SWEET POTATOES. 


A recent news dispatch to The Constitution from Americus, Ga., 
should carry practical inspiration, to farmers in every county of this 
state. It set forth preparations of the great cannery, near Americus, 
to operate from the present date through February, canning Geor- 
via-grown sweet potatoes for home and:domestic use. The report 
ran on to the effect that the demand for such products was almost 
unlimited, and that the factory could easily dispose of all of its 


output. 


There is hardly one county in Georgia that could not produce 
both sweet and Irish potatoes in almost endless abundance. The 
one Maine county of Aroostock has grown rich and famous from 
its potato industry. And here 1s Georgia with a whole battery of 
counties, the soil of which ts as ideally adapted to potato production 
as the fabled acres of Aroostock. As it is, we send outside of this 
state, a tremendous sum annually for tubers, both of the Irish 
and sweet varieties. We should be not only feeding ourselves, but 
as well bringing forth enough margin to levy tribute upon every 
other section with a potato appetite—and that means all of them. 

The farmer who makes up his mind to abandon the all-cotton 
fetich, and to turn to other dividend producers, wil! find that his bank 
account gains in the process. The current cottor season ought to 
convey a fruitful lesson in this respect. Georgia can produce a 
range of staples ranging from “blue grass to orange.”

ELEVEN RULES SUGGESTED FOR 


STREET TRAFFIC 


Editor Constitution: As everybody |, 
seems to be making recommendations! 
for the regulation of automobiles in| 
the city of Atlanta, it seems to me that | 
a few suggestions as to the regulation! 
of traffic generally are in order at this 
time. 

1. Certain streets should be declared 
main thoroughfares and all vehicles of 
whatever character, traveling those 
streets should have the right-of-way 
over all other vehicles crossing or 
coming into said main thoroughfares. 

2. Vehicles turning from one street 
into another and going to the right 
. Should be required to keep close to 
ithe corner. Vehicles turning from one 
street into another and going to the 
left should be required to keep well to 
_the right, and go across the street at 

least two-thirds of the way before 
turning. These two rules are well 
known traffic rules, but are observed 
|in Atlanta only by automobilists. 

' 3 No vehicle should be allowed to 
turn around in the street except at a 
| regular street crossing, nor should 
pedestrians be allowed to cross streets 
‘i at regular crossings except at 
their own risk. .

4. At rush hours the traffie at Five 
' Points should be handled by whistle | 
signals by the traffic officers at that 
station. , 
| 6. The so-called “snaking” by bicy- 
clists should be prohibited absolutely. 

6. No vehicle shoul@g be allowed to 
| stand in one location longer than thir- | 
tv minutes on Peachtree and Whitehall 
streets, from Ivy street on Peachtree 


to Trinity avenue on Whitenall; but 
this restriction should not be extend- 
ed to any other streets. 

7. All rapidly moving vehicles 
should be allowed to drive along the 
street car tracks or say ten or twelve 
feet from the curb at crossings as well 
as between streets. 

8. Pedestrians should not be allowed 
to stand in the streets at the crowded 
corners as the sidewalks are inten«- 
ed for them and the streets are already 
badly crowded with vehicles. 

9 Kvery automobile should be 
quired to approach stopping street cars 
under perfect control, but automobiles 
should be allowed to run at a reasona- 
Lle speed, say twelve miles an hour, 
in the fire limits and twenty outside, 
and should be reuired to observe’ 
those speeds. 

10. No trucks or 
should be allowed on “Whitehall or 
Peachtree street, from Brotherton 
street to Ivy street, except for unload- 
ing purposes, and they should then 
be required to g0 on to those streets 
from the nearest cross street. 

11. The management of the street 
railway company should be requested 
t« instruct their motormen and con- 
ductors to warn al] passengers as they 
leave the front or rear of the cars to 
leok out for automobiles. 

I believe that the adoption of these 
regulations would go a long way to- 
ward stopping accidents and would also 
aid materially in relieving the crowd- 
ed traffic condition.

The indorsement of Joseph McCarthy, 
of Savannah, by the convention which 
met in Atlanta Saturday has not by 
any means cleared the atmosphere in 
the contest over the position of labor 
commissioner, 

Determined to center the fire of its 
opposition on H, M, Stanley, of Dub- 
lin, in his candidacy for commissioner 
of commerce and labor, because, it is 


‘said, all union forces consider him a | 


common foe, organized labor now finds 

| itselg in the disconcerting position of 
'cross-firing on its own ranks by 4di- 
viding its strength between the three 
; Other labor candidates, Joseph McCar- 
(thy, of Savannah; B. Lee Smith, of 
Atlanta, and W, A. McKenna, of Ma- 
con. 

Organized labor is opposed to Stan- 
ley’s candidacy, it is said; first, on the 
ground that he is not a union man, 
does not sympathize with the inter- 
ests of union labor and does not carry 
a union card; second, because he is 
said to represent interests which have 
»been and are now antagonistic to the 
principles which union labor  repre- 
sents. 

But while presenting a united front 
to Stanleys candidacy, the union 
forces appear to be decidedly and ir- 
revocably split on the candidacy of 
McCarthy, Smith and McKenna, all of 
whom are closely identified with 
unionism, McCarthy carrying a card in 
the machinists’ union at SavannAh, 
Smith carrying a card in the Atlanta 
Typographical Union and McKenna be- 
ing affiliated with the machinists’ 
union at Macon, 

Representatives of fifty-six labor 
unions assembled in convention at the 
capitol] Thursday, indorsed the candi- 
dacy of McCarthy. Smith and McKen- 
na and their friends declined to par- 
ticipate in it or be bound by its action, 
and there were no Typographical 
Unions represented, it is said. 

Other Unions Not Bound. . 

Therefore, if the action of the’ dele- 
gates is considered binding on _ the 
unions they represent, it would seem 
that McCarthy will receive a majority 
of their support, while the Typograph- 
ical Unions and the allied organizations 
will continue their support of Smith. 

McKenna, it appears, wil] draw his 
support largely from the organizations 
which, as a whole, are supporting Mc- 
Carthy, 

Smith was indorsed by Atlanta Ty- 
pographical Union some time ago, and 
after the Atlanta Federation of Trades 
had indorsed the candidacy of McCar- 
thy. Further, the union has appointed 
a committee of one hundred to work 
actively in his behalf. 

Regarding this motion President 
Luther Still, of the Atlanta Typograph- 
ical Union, unhesitatingly declared 
that the Atlanta Federation of Trades 
had been responsible for injecting pol- 
itics into the race for commissioner. 

“The Atlanta Typographical Union 
was opposed to injecting partisan pol- 
itics into the campaign by indorsing 
any candidate,” said President Still, 
“and the Federation of Trades indorsed 
Mr. McCarthy over the protest of. Je- 
rome Jones, representing the printers’ 
union, who declared that the Federa- 
tion should indorse no candidate for 
the place,

Only a Slight Drizzle Looked 
For in Atlanta Today, 


Clear Skies Are Probable For 
Sunday Judging from the 
Rainy Start—However, the 
Month Will Hang Up Record 
For Total Precipitation.

Cloudy weather, with pé@rhaps a lit- 
tle rain, is the prediction made at the 
local weather bureau office for Satur- 
day, while on Sunday it would not be 
surprising to see clear sky. It is prob- 
able that the major part of next week 
will be clear and colder. 

Atlanta -had little rain yesterday, 
perhaps because all the rain anywhere 
in this vicinity fell on Wednesday and 
Thursday. Both these ‘days were 
among the wettest ever recorded for 
November, and in several] states in. the 
south new records for rainfall during 
a single November day were broken. 

During the past week, from Texas 
to Virginia, rain has been falling or 
has threatened constantly. In North 
and South Carolina over 3 inckes fell, 
Raleigh especially being prominent 
among the wetter places, having in 
twenty-four hours a rainfall of 1.86 
inches. Galveston, Texas, as well as 
a number of other cities In that state, 
showed much precipitation, though this 
has practically ended in the last two 
days. 

But few showers fell anywhere in 
the south Friday, though these few 
were ample in. preventing farmers 
working in the fields. No cotton has 
been picked or corn gathered anywhere 
in the cotton belt during the present 
week, and, according to all indications, 
none will be picked or gathered for 
several days to come. 

The farmers are complaining bitter- 
ly, for this season ordinarily is the 
dryest of the year. It now seems that 
November’will hang up a new record 
for total preciptation, as but few more 
inches will haye to fall this month tv 
make such the case. 

Friday proved a cheer-bringer to the 
residents of three states in the cotton 
belt, for Texas, Louisiana and Ala- 
bama had no rain at all, in the after- 
noon the sKies even beginning to clear. 
Oklahoma had the slightest bit of 
rainfall, as did Tennessee and Missis- 
sippi. Along the Atlantic coast an in- 
appreciable amount fell, and it is 
probable that such will be the: case 
today. 

Nowhere in the south Friday did 
any great rainfall occur, the heaviest 
being recorded at Charleston, with .11 
inch. Atlanta had only a slight drizzle 
in the morning.

TO CO-OPERATE

Plans For Get-Together Move- 
ment Discussed, 


Plan to Meet Move of Employ- 
ers by Which One Unit Is 
Worked Against Another. 


Reports Show Gain of 35,000 
Men. in Twelve Months. 


For more thorough co-operation 
among the international units compos- 
ing the metal trades department of the 
American Federation of Labor, the rep- 


resentatives of the units and of the. 


department will work during the meet- 
ing to be held in Atlanta next week. 
The question of co-operation among 
the internationals composing the metal 
trades department is one which has 
attracted considerable attention for 
several years past and it is expected 
that more advancement along the line 
of bringing about the desired results 


will' be made at the meetings which 


have already begun than at any time | 


in the past. 

Heretofore, it is pointed out, employ. 
ers have Leen enabled, because of lack 
of concerted action on the part of the 
units, to work one unit against an- 
other in many cases. This too, it is 
said, with the knowledge of the units 
being so used against one another, but 
without their being able to meet the 
move on the part of the employer. 

To Change By-Laws. 

To get closer together, to so change 
the by-laws and rules of the various 
internationals and to work so much 
along the same line that this method 
of procedure on the part of employers 
will] be taken care of in the future is 
the plan of the internationals and the 
metal trades department officers and 
practically everything done at the 
meetings which will be held here will

End of Woman Held for Poi- 
soning Ten Persons 
Is Near. 


Chicago, November 10.—Poison found 
in the viscera of two more of the ten 
persons who had died mysteriously 


beneath the roof of Mrs. Louise Ver- j 


milya made more than tangible today 
the suspicions and accusationg mide 
against the woman. At the county 
jail hospital where she lies ill from 
attempts to take her own life, .she 
was not informed of the new evidence 
the police wii! bring to bear in charg- 
ing her with murder. 

Toxicologist Waltcr L. Haines, to- 
day communicated his report to the 
coroner’s office. The finding was that 
arsenic was present in large quanti- 
ties in the viscera of conductor Rich- 
erd T. Smith, end of Frank Brinkamp, 
the latter being Mrs. Vermilya’s son. 

These two bodies were exhumed af- 
ter poison hai been found in the re- 
rains of. Policeman Arthur Bisson- 
ette, the last of the ten to.die, when 
relatives and friends told the coroner 
the circumstances of their death were 
Similar to those of Bisonette, 

In the case of Frank Brinkamp, 
Mrs. Vermilya’s favorite son, the fian- 
cee of the boy induced an investigation 
of the possibility of his having par- 
taken of the “pepperbox” poison. The 
coroner announced he would ask the 
state’s attorney to request an indict- 
ment charging Mrs. Vermilya with 
having criminal knowledge of the 
causes of death of Brinkamp and 
Smith. 

Coroner Hoffman said he was dis- 
posed to open still more @raves of 
those whose deaths had occurred be- 
meath Mrs. Vermuiya’s roof. Thpre 
were at least three others whose 
deaths were, he said, recent enough for 
poison to be apparent if they had so 
died. 

Mrs. Vermilya was near death dur- 
ing the day. She is suffering of val- 
vular heart disease.

Judge Russell, he charged, was loath 
to talk on this proposition, but “after 
he let it stay in cold storage for ninety 
he came boldly forth and an- 
nounced for local option. 

“It was the old proposition of David 
Harum,’ he continued. “If you don't 
speak first--somebody else will, Judge 
Russell knew that if he didn’t speak 
first somebody else would. So he spoke. 

“Then the liquor people’ said he 
wasn't their man. But the wrong man 
said it. They had a man tied out for 
the‘work and his name wasn’t Russell.” 

He then attacked the argument of 
the opposition that the legislature is 
already pledged to prohibition and no 
repeal of the law is now possible. “The 
legislature is fixed now,” he said, “but 
it can be unfixed. The legislature is 
dry because the members think the 
state is dry. If the legislature thinks 
the state is wet, why it may be that the 
legislature will vote wet. And then 
the moral effect on succeeding legisla- 
tures has to be considered.” 

Exhibits a Cartoon. 

Mr. Brown then eaniibited a cartoon 
in which it was depicted that the 
school teachers and the school childrer 
were suffering as a result of the. pro- 
hibition law. “Il want to say,” said he, 
“that no school teacher in Georgia has 
gone unpaid and if there is any child

“It's an attempt to dodge,” 
he said. 

Mr. Brown then scored what he 
termed the licensing of blind tigers by 
permitting the imposing of $75 fines 
in lieu of a legal permission to do 
business. One man, he said, was sent 
to the chaingang. “He was the most 
notorious blind tiger in Georgia!’ 
shouted Brown. “His penalty was 
changed from the chaingang to a fine 
by the governor (not this governor, 
but another).” Again the applause was 
deafening. 

Three Questions for Voters. 

He asserted that on election day 
there were three questions to be voted 
on—first, for liquor; second, against 
liquor, and, third, indifferent. 

“I am indifferent as to how the oth- 
ers run,” he said. “My only object is to 
run first.” Mr. Brown was generously 
greeted as he concluded. 

Judge Hillyer then introduced Sea- 
born Wright. Mr. Wright's speech was 
beyond doubt the feature of the eve- 
His delivery was picturesque. 
He began quietly in a high tone of 
In a few moments he was talk- 
ing to the audience seated in a chair, 
with his legs crossed and his finger 
pointed. In a trice he was on his feet, 
declaiming with fervor. He made the 
shop-worn prohibition speech, made 
new with bursts of oratory, unique 
gestures, unusual] methods. 

He began by asking the audience not 
to applaud. He asserted that he wished 
to make a calm, dispassionate argu- 
ment of reason. . 

He said that the business of dealing 
in intoxicarits is governed by the 
liquor trust and the brewery combine, 
and that these two forces have $500,- 
000,000 to see that their ends are con- 
served. He declared that there is prac- 
tically no such thing as the individual- 
ly owned saloon. 

‘TI am just saying these things,” said 
he, “to let you southern white men 
know who you are fighting.’’ 

The Economic Side. 

He then went into the economic side 
of the question, and in doing so he 
seated himself. “We fool people of 
the south,” he asserted, “under the old 
system, spent one-third of our cotton 
crop for liquor.” He then went into 
detail to show that the south was 
economically far better off under pro- 
hibition than it had ever been unde 
the licensed saloon. 

Suddenly he changed his tactics. 
“You people.” he declaimed, “have 
been taught by contemptible politicians 
that it is an attack on your liberties 
to pass laws against the licensed sale 
of liquor. There was never such a lie 
formed by human tongue. We are 
fighting a system. A system that never 
brings in a dollar and never leaves a 
dollar, and there is never a dollar 
coming back.” 

“s& little coming back in thé shape 
of the biind tiger,” said a voice from 
the audience. 

Mr. Wright flushed. “If you cannot 
behave decently. get out!” he shouted. 
“I know the liquor crowd here in At- 
lanta, and if it can't act decently, it 
can be policed out of the meeting.”

liquor trust is no more fer Joe Brown 
or Dick Russell than it is for a yel- 
low dog.

It is needless for meto say that I am 
surprised at the position you occupy 
in the present gubernatorial contest, 
because of your former efforts to have 
enacted a state-wide prohibition law 
for Georgia. 

Now, after years of great struggles 
and disappointments on the part of 
the very best people in our state, we 
have secured the law, that you should 
advocate the imperilling of the same 
by an unheard-of method to our sys- 
tem of legislation, and the repeal of 
laws that the people disapprove, is a 
surprise to me and your other brother 
prohibitionists. 

We had no referendum connected 
with our law-making power. You 
have heretofore declared that the sale

How 
do you Know? If the votes of the 
people should approve, do you not 
know that the liquor men and interests 
would commence another attack upon 
it?

The Niquor interests will never cease 
to attack the law. They do not care 
whether the people at the ballot box 
adopted it or whether they, through 
their representatives, enacted it. 

As we are in duty bound to hold the 
opponents of such laws to the usual 
method of repealing laws. 

You are making an exception in fa- 


ivor of the most appalling curse that 


ever belted the earth with sorrow, des- 
titution, suffering and death, and I 
am surprised and pained beyond meas- 
ure. Your position’ in the premises 
only serves to help defeat your brother 
prohibitionist, Hon. J. Pope Brown, and 
thus gives the opponents of this law 
an excuse to declare that the prohibi- 
tion sentiment in Georgia had declined 
and thus encourage the fence riders to 
zet on the wet side. 

Your position also tends to the dis- 
organization of the prohibition forces 
and to cause them to lose confidence 
in the stability of each other. I intend 
also to sound the alarm in the ears 
and warn 
them not to be led off and induced to 
vote against Mon. J. P. Brown, on the 
idea that his defeat means no harm to 
the enforcement and perpetuation of 
this law, and will -have no influence to 
defeat the Tippins near beer bill.
